May Come By July 15

One source added 
that it would be made before 
July 15. 
Venezuelan Mines Ministry

that the government would 
increase income taxes paid by 
U.S. and other foreign oil 
companies here as well as jack 
up the price of light gravity 
crudes. 
Oil industry sources said 
today that it was the tax hike 
first since 1970 when a scaled 
rate was replaced with a flat 60 
per cent charge that had them 
worried. 
For some oil companies, a 
single percentage point in­ 
crease m oil income taxes could 
means around $29 
million 
additional payments. Govern­ 
ment sources report that the 
planned hike will be considera­ 
ble. while not reaching the 87 
per cent recently posed by 
experts in the Organization of 
the 
Ex pt»r t i n g 
C < > u ntr i e s 
(OPEC). 
At present, the companies 
operating here—led by Exxon, 
Shell, Gulf, Sun and Mobil pay 
an effective 58 per cent rate, 
due to a 2 per cent discount for 
invest men t s. This tax rate is 
applied to official price levels 
set by the government that 
average out at $14 (>8 a barrel 
Additionally, the companies 
pay a flat per barrel rate of 
between $13 and $14 for a sixth 
ot the country's three million 
barrel per day output as 
royalties.

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - An 
Indiana-based company is close­ 
ly watching legislative efforts 
to improve air quality because 
they should create more demand 
for its device to reduce pollut­ 
ants from automobiles. 
Dana Corporation’s Perfect 
Circle Division, based at Hag­ 
erstown, has developed an ex­ 
haust gas recirculation system 
that reduces the amount of hy- 
d roc r a boos, carbon monoxide 
and oxides of nitrogen coming 
from the exhausts of older cars. 
The product, called Retronox. 
has been approved for use in 
California, the first state to 
legislate standards for Hie 
amount of gases a car can put 
into the atmosphere 


“Theoriginal design was aim ­ 
ed at Hie California market, 
where it has been uaruinously 
approved by the California Air 
Resources Board for reduction 
of oxides of nitrogen, "R D 
Kern, account m anager for 
Perfect Circle, said 
Originally several ot her- dev i c - 
es were also approved in Cali­ 
fornia. but the board withdrew 
its approval of all except for 
the Hoosier product after con- 
t ro'v ersy a ri ise c<>n cer n ing the 
effectiveness of some of flje re­ 
trofit devices. Kern said. Con­ 
sequently California relaxed its 
law that was to have required 
anti-pollution devices be install­ 
ed on all 1966 to 1970 vehicles 
so that now they have to be in­ 
stalled only if the vehicle is 
sold, lie explained.

Waiting For Legislation 
“We’re waiting now for states 
to legislate a market and quite 
a few are looking seriously at 
the problem older cars present 
as far as helping cause air 
pollution," Kern said. He said 
legislation was pending in Ari­ 
zona. Colorado and New Jersey 
and local ordinances for New 
York, Washington Baltimore and 
others. 
"Without a state legislative re­ 
el u i re 111 en t, a ret rofit program 
would have little success be 
cause public opinion of retrofit 
is not too high,” he said “Too 
many people think they are gas 
eaters. and some are Data w e've 
seen and helped compile show 
other devices result in a decline 
of 7-10 per cent in gasoline mile­ 
age, while Retronox is only .4- 
.6 of one per cent." 
At Hie same time, tests carri­ 
ed out in conjunction with the 
United States Auto Club showed 
that the device caused exhaust 
hydrocarbons to be reduced by 
26.5 per cent, carbon monoxide 
16.3 and oxides of nitrogen by 
55.5 pel cent, The tests were 
conducted on two different 
makes of 1969 cars each having 
about 50,000 miles on it that 
were driven from Indiana to 
California after being equipped 
with the retrofit device. 
Kern said si ini liar tests at 
different attitudes and with dif­ 
ferent driving conditions has 
si io vvii si miliar results 
r 


Federal laws concerning ex­ 
haust gases caused manufactur­ 
ers to put similar devices on 
their new products beginning in 
1972, Kern said, adding that his 
company 's device could be used 
on most cars made between 
1964 and 1971 


Newer Cars Better 
"Present-day cars are over 60 
per cent cleaner, on a pollution 
or emissions basis, than the 
ones we drove in the early 
1960s." Kern said “Still, there 
a re m a n y ca rs <> n Hie roads tha t 
are generally dependable but do 
not have factory-equipped ex­ 
haust gas recirculation devices 
and put harmful materials into 
the air, he added. 


"The number of 1964-71 cars 
varies from state to state," he 
said "For example, in Boston, 
which is proposing retrofit on 
1968 through 1971 cars, the cars 
from those years amount to 49 
per cent of all cars." 


The U S. Environmental Pro­ 
tection Agency had proposed re­ 
quiring ret rofit ing on ail 1968 
and earlier cars in the six- 
c o u n I \ 
I n d t a n a p o I i s 
metropolitan area. Kern said 
Ins studies showed these ears 
amounted to 13 per cent of the 
vehicles in the area 


Canadian Thistle 
During recent years I licit has 
been considerable discussion 
regarding Canadian thistlt s an< 
how t o eradicate them, hut little 
or ni> results have been at 
V om plished In traveling I» 
Canada, we note that northern 
Indiana and Michigan is m 
fested with this destructive 
week along the roadside and in 
fields, this likely applies to all 
the northern states. In l añada it 
appears that the infestation was 
very broad and that little or no 
action was being taken I» 
cun t r< * 1 Hns des I rue 11 ve weed. 
Traveling the country, state 
and interstate highways. H 
appears that the thistles are 
getting a good start. Likely 
there a re few tanners that art 
free of these thistles, however, 
the land owners are no more 
responsible for the presence ot 
this weed that they are for Hie 
wind that carried the seed to his 
place from an infested area. 
How do thistles spread From 
three sources, the wind carries 
seed everywhere as each seed 
is carried by a feather like 
carrier, these seed lodge and 
create patches of thistles In 
plowing through such patches 
and the use of a disc and 
cultivator. Hie roots are cut into 
short pieces and these pieces or 
roots are carried until they 
dislodge 
from 
the 
farm 
equipment, each root has a joint 
about each foot, from these 
joints a new patch of thistles 
developes. Thistles have a 
heavy and long root system 
from which the patch continues 
to spread. 
Gutting thistles after the bed 
or seed is produced is no w ay of 
eradication thistles as there is 
usually enough moisture in the 
stein to develop the seed. 
How to eradicate thistles: 
First the patch must be located, 
they grow thick and close 
together, or one may discover a 
new start of only one or more 
thistles. Get stakes about five

Betterment Of Mankind 
And, 
as 
the 
Geographic 
release makes clear, some 
contribute more to the better­ 
ment of mankind than a couple 
of birds I could mention 
So why doesn’t the United 
States adopt a national insect to 
take its place alongside our 
national bird. 
I realize such a step would 
create great controversy. For I 
have seen the bitter strife that 
once raged in Congress over 
the adoption of a national 
flower. 
Covering national flower 
legislation was the next thing to 
being a war correspondent. 
So fierce were the struggles 
between the partisans of the 
rose and the friends of the 
marigold that to this very day 
the nation still has no official 
posy. 
Both sides simply exhausted 
themselves in their titantic 
clashes and have not yet 
mustered the strength to renew 
the crusade in behalf of their 
favorite blossoms. 
Equal or even more vicious 
infighting could he expected as 
the lawgivers took positions for 
or 
against 
the 
honeybee, 
grasshopper, firefly, picnic ant, 
cricket, butterfly, katydid, lady- 
bug and other candidates for 
national insect honors. 
But that should not defied 
them from their duty. 
National Level 
Taking nothing away from 
Pennsylvania. I doubt that the 
firefly, despite its friendly 
sparking and medical potential, 
can go very far on the national 
level. 
The lady bug will 
be 
a 
sentimental favorite, and the 
powerful butterfly lobby is a 
factor to he reckoned with 
But )ust as the nation flower 
free-for-all 
finally 
n a r­ 
rowed down to a one-on-one 
contest between the rose and 
the mangold, the national 
insect selection essentially is a 
choice between the cricket and 
the honeybee. 
These estimable creatures, 
one pollinating our plants, the 
other bringing us good luck, 
clearly are the creme de la 
creme of the insect kingdom 
The only danger is that 
Congress, unable to choose 
between them , will reach a 
typical compromise 
In that 
event, our national insect will 
be the tsetse fly.
